Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Personal  Service  Occupation. 

"DURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Fe- 
male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  being  chapter 
48  of  the  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1934, 
and  the  “  Female  Minimum  Wage  Act  Amend¬ 
ment  Act,  1935,”  the  Board  of  Industrial  Re¬ 
lations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  ex¬ 
pression  “  personal  service  occupation  ”  in¬ 
cludes  the  work  of  females  employed  in  mani¬ 
curing;  hairdressing;  barbering;  massaging; 
giving  of  electrical,  facial,  scalp,  or  other 
treatments;  removal  of  superfluous  hair; 
chiropody;  or  other  work  of  like  nature. 

2.  That,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of 
this  Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  ex¬ 
perienced  employee  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age  oi  over  that  age  in  the  personal  service 
occupation,  not  included  in  any  other  Order 
of  the  Board  (except  women  to  whom  special 
licences  are  issued  under  section  6  (1)  of  the 
said  Act),  whose  week  consists  of  forty  (40) 
hours  or  more  shall  be  the  sum  of  fourteen 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  ($14.25). 

3.  That,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of 
this  Order,  the  minimum  wage  for  every  ex- 
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perienced  employee  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age 
or  over  that  age  in  the  personal  service  occu¬ 
pation,  not  included  in  any  other  Order  of  the 
Board  (except  women  to  whom  special  licences 
are  issued  under  section  6  (1)  of  the  said 
Act) ,  whose  week  consists  of  less  than  forty 
(40)  hours  shall  be  the  sum  of  thirty-seven  and 
one-half  cents  (3714c)  per  hour:  Provided, 
however,  that  the  minimum  wage  for  any  such 
employee  in  any  one  day  shall  be  not  less  than 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  ($1.50). 

4.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  under  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  years  in 
the  personal  service  occupation,  not  included 
in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board,  whose  week 
consists  of  forty  (40)  hours  or  more  shall  be 
as  follows: — 

$10.00  a  week  during  the  first  six  months  of 
such  employment. 

$11.00  a  week  during  the  second  six  months 
of  such  employment. 

$12.00  a  week  during  the  third  six  months  of 
such  employment. 

$13.00  a  week  during  the  fourth  six  months 
of  such  employment,  or  until  the  em¬ 
ployee  l’eaches  the  age  of  eighteen  (18) 
years. 

$14.25  a  week  thereafter. 

5.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  under  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  years  in 
the  personal  service  occupation,  not  included 
in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board,  whose  week 
consists  of  less  than  forty  (40)  hours  shall 
be  as  follows: — 

27c.  per  hour  during  the  first  six  months 
of  such  employment. 

29c.  per  hour  during  the  second  six  months 
of  such  employment. 

32c.  per  hour  during  the  third  six  months 
of  such  employment. 

35c.  per  hour  during  the  fourth  six  months 
of  such  employment,  or  until  the  em¬ 
ployee  reaches  the  age  of  eighteen  (18) 
years. 

37140.  per  hour  thereafter: 

Provided,  however,  that  the  minimum  wage 
for  any  such  employee  under  the  age  of  eight¬ 
een  (18)  years  in  any  one  day  shall  be  not 
less  than  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  twenty- 
five  cents  ($1.25). 

6.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  inex¬ 
perienced  employee  eighteen  (18)  years  of 
age  or  over  that  age  in  the  personal  service 
occupation,  not  included  in  any  other  Order  of 
the  Board,  whose  week  consists  of  forty  (40) 
hours  or  more,  shall  be  as  follows: — 

$10.00  a  week  during  the  first  three  months 
of  such  employment. 

$11.00  a  week  during  the  second  three 

months  of  such  employment. 

$12.00  a  week  during  the  third  three  months 
of  such  employment. 

$13.00  a  week  during  the  fourth  three 

months  of  such  employment. 

$14.25  a  week  thereafter. 

7.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  inex¬ 
perienced  employee  eighteen  (18)  years  of  age 
or  over  that  age  in  the  personal  service  occu¬ 
pation,  not  included  in  any  other  Order  of  the 
Board,  whose  week  consists  of  less  than  forty 
(40)  hours  shall  be  as  follows: — 

27c.  per  hour  during  the  first  three  months 
of  such  employment. 

29c.  per  hour  during  the  second  three  months 
of  such  employment. 

32c.  per  hour  during  the  third  three  months 
of  such  employment. 

35c.  per  hour  during  the  fourth  three  months 
of  such  employment. 

3714c.  per  hour  thereafter: 

Pi'ovided,  however,  that  the  minimum  wage 
for  any  such  inexperienced  employee  eighteen 
(18)  years  of  age  or  over  that  age  in  any 
one  day  shall  be  not  less  than  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  ($1.25). 

8.  That  licences  must  be  obtained  from  the 
Board  before  such  inexperienced  employees 


eighteen  (18)  years  of  age  or  over  may  be 
employed  at  the  rates  set  forth  in  sections  6 
or  7  hereof. 

9.  That  every  employee  in  the  personal  ser¬ 
vice  occupation  waiting  on  call  for  employment 
as  required  by  her  employer  shall  be  paid  for 
the  time  thus  spent  according  to  the  rates  to 
which  she  is  entitled  as  provided  by  sections 
2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  or  7  hereof. 

10.  That  those  portions  of  the  Order  of  the 
Minimum  Wage  Board  governing  the  personal 
service  occupation,  which  became  effective  on 
the  15th  day  of  September,  1919,  relating  to  the 
occupations  dealt  with  herein,  be  rescinded. 

11.  That  this  Order  become  effective  on  the 
5th  day  of  September,  1935.

whether  the  same  are  the  property  of  the 
Company  or  otherwise,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  of  the  Company: 

To  explore,  develop,  work,  mine,  or 
otherwise  improve  real  property,  both  within 
and  without  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
and  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  in  any  part 
of  the  world,  either  owned,  leased,  or  otherwise 
held  by  this  Company  as  its  property,  either 
as  principal,  agent,  or  otherwise,  or  owned, 
leased,  or  otherwise  held  by  any  other  in¬

To  render  water  and  water-power 
available  for  use,  application,  and  distribution 
by  erecting  dams,  increasing  the  head  of  water 
in  any  existing  body  of  water  or  extending 
the  area  thereof,  diverting  the  waters  of  any 
stream,  pond,  or  lake  into  any  other  channel 
or  channels,  laying  or  erecting  any  line  of 
flume,  pipe,  or  weir,  and  constructing  any 
raceway,  reservoir,  aqueduct,  weir,  wheel, 
building,  or  other  erection  or  work  which  may 
be  required  in  connection  with  the  improve¬ 
ments  and  use  of  the  said  water  or  water- 
power,  or  by  altering,  renewing,  extending, 
improving,  repairing,  or  maintaining  any  such 
works  or  any  pai't  thereof :

To  construct,  operate,  and  maintain 
electrical  works,  power  -  houses,  generating 
plant,  and  such  other  appliances  and  con¬ 
veniences  as  are  necessary  and  proper  ioi 
generating  electricity  or  any  other  form  ot 
developed  power,  and  for  transmitting-  the  same 
to  be  used  by  the  Company,  or  other  persons 
or  corporations  contracting  with  the  Com¬ 
pany  therefor,  as  a  motive'  power,  or  for  all 
or  any  of  the  purposes  to  which  electricity  or 
electric  power  derived  from  water  may  be 
applied,  used,  or  acquired:

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  tbe  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week.
